8-14. In this article Miss Martha 
Barnett, head of the K H S Eng­ 
lish Department, describes the 
work and objectives of her de­ 
partment.) 


The English 
Department 
in 
Kingston High School operates 
on what may be called a two- 
track system. The school offers 
separate English courses leading 
to both Regents and local diplo­ 
mas. In the first three years 
courses follow patterns set up 
so that the students may qual­ 
ify for these diplomas. In the 
fourth year studqnts may choose 
the English course best suited 
to their future needs. For the 
college-bound we offer a special 
course designed to provide stu­ 
dents with the kind of back-$> 
ground today’s colleges demand, j 
As a terminal course we offer ! 
literature, 
radio, 
drama, 
or 
school English. In the fourth 
year it is now possible for the 
interested student to take two 
English courses. 
Last year a course in 
Ad­ 
vanced 
Placement 
in 
college 
English was added to the cur­ 
riculum. Students with excep­ 
tional ability and 
interest in 
English are given the opportu­ 
nity to take a Composition and 
literature course in their senior 
year. In Ma;. these students may 
take an examination under the 
sponsorship of the College En- | 
trance Examination Board. 
If 
the student attains a satisfac­ 
tory grade in the examination 
and if' the college of his choice 
accepts the Advanced Placement 
Program, he may receive credit 
for the college freshman course 
in English. 
La ng ua g e a Ba sie To o l 
English is a tool subject, a 
subject which is basic for the 
role a person plays in his job 
and in his community. It is the 
general consensus that a stu­ 
dent’s accomplishment in Eng- j 
lish is in direct proportion to the 
effort expended upon the sub­ 
ject. 
Although 
many students 
have a special aptitude for Eng­ 
lish, no student who is serious 
about his work need have diffi­ 
culty in mastering skills neces­ 
sary for oral and written pro­ 
ficiency. 
To qualify tor the Regents di­ 
ploma. students take the State 
Regents examination at the end 
of their third year. Statistically 
it has been determined that 81.6 
P'-’r cent of the pupils of New 
York who took the examination 
in 1958 passed, while 94.06 per 
cent of the pupils in Kingston 
High School passed. Figures for 
1959 are not yet available. 
Concentration 
in 
the 
third- 
year English course upon vari­ 
ous aspects of the College Board 
examinations has resulted in our 
students’ achieving higher scores 
on the Verbal Section of the ex­ 
amination. Since these scores arc 
among the factors determining 
acceptance in college, it is im­ 
portant for'students to strive for 
excellence in the verbal area. As 
a result of special English diag­ 
nostic examinations administered 
by 
individual 
colleges 
during 
freshman orientation, many stu­ 
dents arc being placed in ttie up­ 
per level section of freshman 
English in college. 
Must Stress Ba sie Skills 
It is clearly recognized by our 
colleges and our business men 
that basic skills in English must 
be stressed to a greater degree. 
A 
person can learn 
to write 
properly only by having con­ 
stant practice in writing. If-com- 
position is not corrected prompt­ 
ly and constructively, it is of no 
value to the student. The reason 
that more writing is not being 
done at present is that the in­ 
dividual teacher’s work load is 
too 
great. 
Since 
the 
English 
teacher’s pupil load in Kingston 
High School has been decreased, 
we have seen improvement in 
the quality of the student’s w rit­ 
ing. However, most of our teach­ 
ers have five classes averaging 
30 pupils. If one composition per 
week per pupil is assigned, and 
¡1 the teacher were to spend only 
10 minutes (which would be in­ 
adequate) correcting and com­ 
menting upon each composition, 
the totals hours per day would 
amount to 25 hours of work out­ 
side of class and beyond 
the 
school day. This breaks down to 
approximately 
three 
and 
one 
half hours per day for seven 
days 
a 
week 
throughout 
the 
school year, leaving no time for 
any other part of English in­ 
struction, as preparation for in­ 
struction. compilation of tests, 
and clerical work. No matter 
how conscientious and hardy a

Teachers of Em 
ton High School are drawn from 
a w;ide variety of backgrounds.

The in cid en ce of last-min ute 
failure, d iscred it an d obscurity 
which has houn d ed these fellows 
is a m arvel of suspen se an d fin al 
shock. 
Carlson ’s awful ad ven tures at 
the han d s of harm less Ameri­ 
can s were exposed at the last 
m om en t by a fed eral jud ge. 
Willkie sn eered at the simple 
faith of patriots who believed his 
a vowels w hen 
he was merely 
spoutin g “cam paign oratory.” *

This takes a lot of wind out of Khrushchev’s crowing that 
Socialism is the wave of the future. 
For Germany is not only 
a country where the Socialists or Social Democrats were the 
dominant party for many years; it is almost next door to the 
Red Paradise and knows a lot about it. 
Khrushchev 
talks about the w ar losses of Russia as an ex­ 
cuse why it has not advanced more than it has. 
But Germany 
was even worse shattered by the war. 
Soviet economic progress in 42 years is pretty puny compared 
to West Germany in 14 years. 
Russia is formidable today because the Soviets concentrated 
on hcavj industry, not because of Marxian Socialism.
